But Gen. r-larie E Partridge told 
a Senate subcommittee on air pow­ 
er that the Air Force has som e 
better supersonic fighters and a 
new air-to-air guided missile co m ­ 
ing along. 
These, he said, can

sian lont,-rangc bomber force. 
He said the missile, called the 
Falcon, and one of the fighters,

1958, he added, the Air Force also 
will have the even better F101 and 
F104 fighters in large numbers.

Partridge said the Russians now 
are 
capable 
of launching 
“ hun­ 
dreds of bombers” in an attack 
against this country. 


“ Between now and 1958." he said, 
“ any attack by the Russians involv- 
! ing large numbers of jet aircraft 
would give us difficulties from an 
operational point of view.” 


The four-star general said that 
at present Russian jet engines are 
more powerful than ours and their 
interceptor lighters “ are slightly 
superior.”

The 
controversial 
question of 
many years—shall ‘Shawneetown 
be divided into two communities? 
—apparently was settled at a spe­ 
cial election held Thursday. 
Voters of the historic town went 
to the polls Thursday and voted 
333 to 115 in favor of separation. 
Voters in “Old Town” cast a 
heavy vote in favor of the separa­ 
tion—220 to 14—while the vote is 
“New Town,” although in favor 
of separation, was close—113 for 
and 101 against. 
The vote climaxed a long fight 
by residents of “Old Town” to 
break away from “New Town.” 
Shawneetown, (Hie of the oldest 
towns in the midwest, became two 
communities following the disas­ 
trous 1937 flood. 
With the aid of 
the federal and state governments, 
a town site was developed on hi|h 
ground about 3 miles west of toe 
original town, the new site offi­ 
cially known as the Federal Hous­ 
ing addition. 
County and city office buildings 
were constructed at the new aile 
and many businesses and resi­ 
dences were moved from “Old 
Town" to the addition. Others con­ 
structed brand new homes and 
business bouses at “New Town.” 
Connected by Narrow Strip 
The two areas were connected 
by a narrow strip of land and the 
i name of Shawneetown appled to 
1 both areas, although they were ap­ 
proximately three miles apart 
Then began a series of legal 
battles, with residents of “Old 
Town” attempting to get “New 
Town” declared not a part of 
Shawneetown. Such a petition, fil­ 
ed in 1941, was turned down by 
the Illinois Supreme Court 
Shortly after the first of the year 
a petition to separate the lottos 
was filed in Gallatin County Cir­ 
cuit Court. Then a few weeks ago 
the city council was petitioned to 
separate the two by resolution. 
There was a difference in the 
last petition and others in one re­ 
spect. 
In earlier petitions tho re­ 
quest was to have the “New Tows” 
declared separated and it prould 
have lost its corporate status, with 
“Old Town” being Shawneetown. 
The recent petition filed with the 
city 
administration 
asked that 
“Old Town” be separated and it 
would lose its corporate status 
and the “New Town” would re­ 
tain the name of Shawneetown. 
Regular Meeting June l l 
At a meeting of the city council 
May 14 it was voted to put the 
proposition to a vote, before tak­ 
ing official action. 
It was under­ 
stood the council would act in ac­ 
cordance with the vote. 
The next regular meeting of the 
Shawneetown city council is sched­ 
uled for Monday, June ll, and in 
a1] probability the resolution to se­ 
parate the communities will be 
adopted at that time. 
The present petition in Circuit 
Court probably will be withdrawn 
as a result of yesterday’s election 
When the two communities be­ 
come separate corporate towns, it 
is thought the name of “Old Shaw­ 
neetown” will be adopted for the 
historic community on the hank* 
of the Ohio river.

WASHINGTON TF—The Army to­ 
day added a new spark to the 
simmering feud between the mili­ 
tary services. It declared that it 
wants authority to operate heavier 
and longer-ranged aircraft. 
Under a 1952 Army-Air Force 
agreement, the Army now may 
operate aircraft no heavier than 
5,000 pounds. Such planes are in 
the light, fixed-wing and helicop­ 
ter category. 
But the Army 
declared in a 
“fact sheet” issued Thursday that 
it now needs planes which would 
have ranges of perhaps thousands 
of miles to be used in adjusting 
guided missile fire and to carry 
out other missions. 
It also said that certain types 
of planes should be under the “un­ 
conditional command” of a ground 
officer 
and 
that 
Army 
pilots 
should not only understand ground 
warfare but have an interest “un­ 
divided by other allegiances.*’ 
To carry out the Army program 
would require a complete over­ 
haul of the 1952 Army-Air Force 
agreement. 
The two services al­ 
ready are feuding over the extent 
to which the Army should have 
its own aviation arm. The Army 
now has about 4,000 planes of its 
own. 


Mother Kith 
Three Children, 
Attempts Suicide 


LAKE WALES. Fla. TF- Police 
reported today that a mother shot 
her three young daughters, placed 
them neatly in their beds as if 
they were asleep, called a doctor, 
then tried to take her own life. 
The mother, identified as Mrs. 
Laurene Culbeck, wife of Mark 
Culbeck, 
of Sault 
Ste. Marie, 
Mich., was in the Lake Wales 
hospital. Doctors said she was in 
critical condition 
after shooting 
herself in the chest. 
The three children, found by po­ 
lice in a bed in the Culbeck house 
trailer, were nude, covered with 
a blanket and “were lying in a 
row.” Two were dead “for hours” 
said police while the third, a 15- 
month-old infant, died on the way 
to a hospital. 
The children were identified as 
Shirely, 5; Pamela, 3; and Jan, 
the infant. 
Neighbors said Mrs. Culbeck had 
lived at the well-kept trailer park 
in a new model trailer in 1953 and 
1954 and had returned here last 
summer without her husband. 
Police Chief Tom Petty said ap­ 
parently Mrs. Culbeck took each 
child for a separate ride in her 
car, drove from the trailer camp, 
took their clothing off, shot them 
and then returned to Die trailer.

OF—Police 
studied the conflicting claims of 
an Ohio father and a .Missouri cou­ 
ple today and tried to decide which 
are parents of a baby abandoned 
on the doorstep of a television wea­ 
therman. 
Detective Chief Willard Gantz 
leaned toward a belief the boy be­ 
longed to Mr. and Mrs. Samuel 
Sheldon of St. Charles, Mo. Shel­ 
don told authorities at Rochester, 
N. Y., they placed their ailing son 
on the porch of Wally Bruner, a 
Terre Haute father of .seven chil­ 
dren including two sets of twins 
under 2 years old. 
Gantz said the Sheldon story ai 


details of tho abandonment check­ 
ed quite closely with the actual 
facts. 
But Harris Ernst, 39, Dayton, 
Ohio, also was convinced the baby 
is his. 
ErnRt war released from Ft. 
Leavenworth, Ran., Federal Peni­ 
tentiary only last Monday after 
serving a term for Army desertion. 
He said when he last heard from 
the child’s mother she was living 
in Kokomo, Ind. 
“I go for the Sheldon story,” 
Gantz said. 
“ From what he told 
the prosecutor in New York, every­ 
thing checks.” 
A strange coincidence was the 
claim that both babies had recent 
brain operations. 
The abandoned 
baby, estimated to be 12 to 14 
months old, had surgery scars on 
its head which doctors estimated 
were made within the last three 
months.
